ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 


The Procession Reviewed by the Presi- 
dent—Distinguished Guests. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 16.—Despite the 
lowering clouds and threatened weather of 
yesterday, to-day has proved most auspic- 
ous for the opening ceremonies of the re- 
union of the Army of the Potomac. The 
showers of yesterday laid the dust to-day, 
afresh breeze from the northeast witha 
cloudiesss sky and bright sunshine made the, 
day a perfect one, both for those who 
marched in the procession and for 
the thousands of spectators who, from 


an early hour this morning, lined the streets. 
By nine o’clock this morning the various 
uniformed milita organizations which 
were to take part in the parade were on the 
move, and sounds of martial music greeted 
the ear from a dozen quarters. At eleven 
o'clock the escort, under the command of 
Brevet Maj.-Gen. R. B. Ayres, U. S. A., took 
their station along Fifteenth street, with 
their right resting on Pennsylvapia avenue. 
The society of the Army of the Potomac, 
under the command of Gen. A. A. Humphries, 
president of the society and his statf formed 
in columns of fours at the Riggs house and 
at 11:20 the 12 moved breaking from 
right to left and marching up Fifteenth 
street past MePherson’s statue, thence 
through Vermont avenue, Massachusetts 
avenue, passing the Thomas statue to Rhode 
island avenue ; passing Scott’s statue through 
Connecticut avenue: passing the Farragut 
statue to Seventeenth street to Pennsylvania 
avenue, passing in review before the 
stand erected upon the pavement 
opposite the White House. Dense crowds 
of people lined the entire route of the pro- 
cession and gave ample occupation to the 
mounted police in keeping a passage open for 
the procession. Shortly before 12 o’clock 
THE PRESIDENT 

was notified of the approach of the pro- 
cession, and with the members of his Cabi- 
net and other invitedjguests proceeded across 


the lawn to the stand which was 
upproached by a flight of steps 
from within the White House grounds. 
Upon the stand were the President, 
Secretaries Lincoln afd Teller, Attorney- 
General Brews er, Postmaster-General 
Gresham. Justice Field, Senators Miller 


(Val) and Butler (S. C., ex-Senator Windom, 
Representatives McKinley aud S. S. Cox. 
lhe English, French. Spanish, Brazilian and 
Chinese ministers aud ladies of their 
families, W. W. Corcoran, Gen. Sherman 
and stall, Gen. Hazen, Gen. B. S. Calef, Gen.

Schotield, Admiral Nicholas, Admiral 
Rowan, the Commissioner of the District, 
ex-Postmasters General Horatio King, J. J.

at 12:10 and the last of the carriages 
which brought up the rear, passed at 12:50 
8 m.

passed in review, Along the line 
ol march there was a liberal 
display of bunting and much 
euthusiasm. It was the first representative 
gathering of the Army of the Potomac in 


Washington since ihe war, and as the sol- 
diers of twenty years ago marched past the 
stand, many of them gray-haired and bearded 
aud bowed wit the weight of intervening 
Years it recalled. the review of ’65, when the 
Army of the Potomac marciied up the avenue 
and passed in review before the President 
100,000 strong. In the procession were many 
well-known and familiar faces, and there 
was a constant interchange of recognition 
between the passing veterans and those up- 
onthe stand. At 10’clock the escort was 
dismissed at the Riggs’ House (the point from 
which the precession started) and the Soci- 
ety of the Army of the Potomac marched 
to the White House and paid their respects 
to the Prssident, who received “them in the 
East Koom, and greeted each member as he 
was presented to him, This afternoon busi- 
ness meetings of the different corps will be 
heid at their several headquarters, and at 3 
o'clock the general business meeting of the 
society will begin at the National Theater. 


National Brewers’ Association.

Not knowing anything about thecity’s future 
lizy, not wishing to introduce politics 
into his remarks, he felt certain that 
the city would ever stand up 
tor the personal rights of her citizens. The 
Mayor's remarks were received with rounds 
of applause. II. Ke Schermann replied grace - 
fully in behalf of his associates to the wel- 
coming address. 


Quinette’s Suit. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri recently 
decided the case of Quinette vs. the City of 
St. Louis in favor of the plaintiff. This was 
a suit brought by Mr. Quintette as assignee 
of several hundred clerks of election who 
served at the election in April, 1877, for the 
recovery of pay at the rate of $8 per day. The 
city resisted the charge and the matter has 
been in the courts ever since.

The Markets. 

FORENOON SESSION. 
The country is now turning loose reports of 
lately planted corn failing to germinate, and 
being pioughed up and replanted by the farmers. 
Letters from Stella, Neb., and Wellsville, Mo., 
say the stand of corn in their sectlou is bad, and 
a great deal has to be replanted. J. Mosby, of 
Welisville, knows of 250 acres that has been re- 
planted. Porter & Co., of Hepburn, la, write: 
‘The farmers are all replanting their corn. Fear- 
ful cold rains all through here. Corn rotting in 
the ground. We have been compelled to get in 
more Nebraska seed corn. Farmers out there 
about two weeks ahead of us. Fearful dry there. 
None of the Iowa cornu through bere will grow, as 
I verily belleve.’”’——St. Louis parties were trying 
to buy lard here to-day, for shipment to Chicago, 
so it could reach that market and be delivered on 
June contracts, thus taking advantage of the 
“corner” there. 
There was a further decline in wheat to-day, 
the speculative market showing a good deal of 
weakuess, more especially during the early 
hours. Liverpool dull and easier, with wheat off 
coast 3@6d lower, and weather favorable. The 
nue weather in this country Was the chief cause 
for the weakness displayed on this side the 
water, principally affecting the Western markets.

ONE LAW FOR ALL. 

If the law of Kentucky gave a husband the 
right to kill a man for committing adultery 
with his wife, it would naturally require him 
to be first certain that adultery had been 
committed. In making him the executioner 
of capital punishment in such cases, it cer- 
tainly would require that, in assuming also 
the function of judge and dooming his 
neighbor to sudden death without a hearing, 
he should do so at hisownperil. While 
permitting him to plead the infidelity of his 
wife as his justification for killing her para- 
mour, it would necessarily demand that the 
latter’s guilt should be made out by evidence 
more conclusive than those “‘trifles, light as 
air, which are te the jealous mipd confirma- 
tion strong as proofs of Holy Writ.” Tried 
by such a law, Congressman Puit Tnour- 
soN would be in much more danger than he 
now is of being found guilty of murder. 
Under such a law, the verdict acquitting him 
of murder would convict his wife of adul- 
tery, the verdict convicting him would acquit 
her, and we do not believe that any jury in 
the county where she was born and has 
borne the character of a chaste woman all 
her days would convict her, upon any evi- 
dence adduced in this trial, of anything 
worse than becoming disgracefully drunk. 

Under the law asit is, however, adultery 
is a mere misdemeanor, a more - trivial of- 
tense than stealing ten dollars, and while 
public sentiment regards it as the most 
blighting wrong which can be inflicted on 
the household, as little less heinous than an 
attempt to destroy the family by poisoning 
the well in the dooryard, the ‘law does not 
permit its commission to be pleaded or 
proved asa defense in murder cases. The 
result is an occasional conflict between the 
law and a public sentiment which always 
proves stronger than the law in the jury box, 
the only tribunal which can legalize a pun- 
ishment for serious crimes in this country. 
While the law forbids the jury to consider 
the alleged provocation or to investigate 
both sides of it, the practice permits them to 
be impressed in a one-sided way with the 
idea that such a provocation existed, and 
men will not doom a prisoner to death when 
they feel that they would have done as 


he did. 


We may deplore such perverstiy on the 
part of juries and condemn the public senti - 
ment that governs it, but we must recognize 
the facts before we can devise any remedy 
for the evils they cause. Not the least of 
these evils is the fact that the evident con- 
flict between law and public sentiment on 
this subject renders criminal justice any- 
thing but even-handed. When a SICKLEs» 
or a THOMPSON, or any gentleman with 
troops of influential friends, kills the alleged 
paramour of his wife, a crowd of great law- 
yers defend him, the jury is moved with the 
story of his wrongs, and a human sentiment 
stronger than the law is aroused in his be- 
half to insure his acquittal, But when a 
negro ora poor and friendless white ma 
commits the same crime under the same 
provocation, some poor lawyer is assigned 
to defend him and his case is decided as a 
matter of cold law, without any reference to 
his provocation except so far as it may tend 
to prove the origin and existence of a mifr- 
derous malice on his part. When we find 
that we are enforcing against the poor and 
lowly a system of criminal law which an 
aroused public sentiment persi stently 
refuses to enforce against the wealthier and 
more influential, itistime to consider the 
means of sucuring a more equitable ad minis- 
tration of justice. The practical question is 
how to bring the law and the power which 
administers it into more harmonious codper- 
ation. They certainly are out of joint now, 
and the result is a criminal jurisprudence 
which isamere death-trap for the weak 
while it licenses thestrong to commit mur- 
der with impunity.

THE SCHOOL BOOK SYNDICATE. 

As we noticed in our local columns yester- 
terday, the annual school book fight is at 
hand, and the book agent zmakes the life 
of the School Director miserable or happy,as 
the case may be. Those gentlemen whom, the 
inscrutable wisdom of Providence and the 
preference of the corner groceries have call- 


tories for which the parent of the scholastie 
infant will pay so frequently during the 
coming year. 

It is not our place to decide upon matters 
so deep and abstruse as the comparative ex- 
cellence of the text-books for their respec- 
tive prices. We leave that to the School 
Directors. But there are two points about 
this trifling transaction in which each citizen 
has an interest. 

In the first place, the people who have to 
stand the results of the School Board’s con- 
tracts; have never been told how much money 
there is in these contracts. 

In the next place, a combination has been 
formed among the leading school book pub- 
lishers, the object of which is tolmaintain an 
artificially high price for school books by 
preventing competition. This should be in- 
quired into. The Board should investigate 
the matter, and should make the facts known 
to the public. They would be highly inter- 
esting.

BENJAMIN’S PROPHECY. 

JuDAH P. BENJAMIN is a great lawyer. 
He was brilliant and powerful as a debater 
in the Senate. His accomplishments and 
intellectual eminence in the Confederate 
Cabinet were the admiration or the envy of 
the Southern leaders. His career at the 
English bar since he landed in London a 
penniless fugitive at the close of the war 
has been wonderfully successful. On ac- 
count of heart disease he is about to retire 
from the most lucrative practice in England. 
refusing the very highest professional 
honors, to spend the rest of his days with 
his family in Paris. The opinion of such an 
experienced man of affairs about our 
country's future ought to be worth some- 
thing, but he seems to be as wild in his fore- 
cast now as when, in making his farewell 
speech in the United States Senate, 
he said: Tou will never conquer 
the South— never, never, never.“ In 
saying now to a Philadelphia Tunes 
interviewer that his former prophecy 
failed because the promised intervention 
from abroad failed, he is again mistaken, 
because he leaves out of view the powerful 
hold which the system of government or- 
dained by the fathers had upon the masses 
North and South. The Southern people did 
not wish or intend to destroy that, and, find 
ing it would, withovt serious impairment, 
survive the destruction of slavery, they were 
more inclined to surrender to it than to pro- 
cure foreign intervention and aid by abolish- 
ing slavery. Some of the leaders, and Mr. 
BENJAMIN among them, may have had other 
views, and indulged in dreams of a great 
Mexican Gulf Empire under MAXIMILIAN, 
with Lovcis NAPOLEON as its European 
sponsor and ally, but all such dreamers mis- 
took the people they were manipulating. 
Mr. BENJAMIN at least takes pains to put 
himself on record as wholly without faith in 
our system of government or in the capacity 
of our people to preserve it. He said the 
other day to the London correspondent of 
the Philadelphia Times: 
I believe from my heart the structure called 
the Federal States of America will fall apart 
some day from its own inherent weakness. The 
vast volume of immigration which has swept into 
the country is working changes of a most radical 
nature. The American of 1860 dogs not exist in 
1883. Exterior lofluences have metamorphased 
him, and in the rapid growth and development of 


his country he nas found new ambitions and poses 
in a new characterization of patriotism. Experi- 


ence has opened his eyes, and now he turns with 


a clearer Vision to the future, and, of a necessity, 
with a keener apprehension. 

This “clearer version“ and “keener appre- 
hension” will probably, in Mr. BENJAMIN’S 
opinion, give rise to an outbreak between 
the East and the West or between the manu- 
facturing and agricultural sections. At all 
events he is certain that “fifty years from 
now the country east of the Mississippi, 
already supplied with a turbulent popula— 
tion, will be teeming with elements that no 
Government of the people can successfully 
deal with.“ 

All this is but the old European distrust of 
“a Government of the people.“ Mr. Bren- 
JAMIN was probably deeply imbued with it 
when he, alone, of all the Confederate lead- 
ers at the close of the war, showed his pref- 
erence for monarchic institutions and mili- 
tary governments by choosing a permanent 
home abroad. He is but repeating thg dole- 
ful predictions which Europe has been din- 
ning into our ears for a century, and during 
that time revolution after revelution has 
swept over Europe, wrecking her thrones, 
exiling her dynasties, reconstructing her 
political geography and drenching her fields 
with carnage. Her strong Governments 
have only loaded her with debts and made 
her social problems more difficult and more 
agonizing, If Mr. BENJ amin will only look 
around him, he will seeon that side of the 
water, under any Government, more desper- 
ate human misery, more lowering clouds of 
war, more unruly elements of conflict and 
destruction in any decade of European his- 
tory, than have taken rooton this sideina 
hundred years under a Government of the 
people.“ .

WAS IT AN ACCIDENT? 


An Inquest to be Heid Over Minister 8 
dard’s Wife’s Remains. — 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW Lokk. May 16.—The absorbing topic of 


conversation in Jersey City is the extraordinary 
death of Mrs Maria C. Stoddard, whe was killed 


by a shot froma pistol in the hand of her hus. 
band, the Rev. E. L. Stoddard, wy ML. of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church on Summit avenue. 
Wild and contfadicting rumors were circulated 
on Berger Heights as to the manner in which the 
shooting occurred. Mr. Stoddard, who is said to 
be prostrated with grief, aeclined to make any 
statement for publication, A lady who 1s an in- 
mate of his house asserted that the weapon had 
fallen from an upper shelf of a closet that 

was arrangi ig 1 1 

ging and, striking against tle lower 
shelf, had been dischar When, however, 
County Physician Converse asked an explanation 
of Mr. Sto dard, the latter gave an entirely aif- 
ferent version. He said he was assisting his wile 
in arranging the contents ofthe closet; that he 
had taken the pistol, which he had fonnd ona 
shelf, in his right hand, and that it went off in 
some mysterious mannerjfor which he could not 
account, Mrs. Stoddard was on her knees at the 
time at work in the closet. The pisto! went off 
just as he attempted to step from a step-ladder. 
He missed his footing in such a way that he had 
to jump to the floor with a violent motion. The 
ball entered the back of the head at the base of 
the brain, and from a discojoration of one eye it 
is inferred that it stopped behind the bone be- 
neath the eye. The hair was not burned nor was 
the skin blackened. The pistol is a singie-bar- 
reled breech-loader. The lock is so constructed 
that the hammer at half cock 

ALMOST TOUCHES THE CARTRIDGE, 

but it is drawn back a long distance to the full 
cock catch. It is said to be a peculiarity of this 
pistol that if the hammer is drawn back almost to 
full cock and let go it will still stop at half cock 
and not discharge the pistol unless there happens 
to be a pressure on the trigger at the same time. 
The pistoi was purch last summer by Mr. 
Stoddard when much alarm was created in Bergen 
by the occurrence of several burglaries. k. 
Converse said that the z relations which ex. 
isted between Mr. Stoddard and his wife forbade 
the idea that the shooting was other than an acti- 
deat.

River Improvement—An Open Letter. 


To the Hon. J. C. Ewald, President Mer- 


McEnery,stating that “all citizens of Louisi- 
ana are vitally interested in maintaining, 
repairing and building levees, the inaugura- 
tion of a practical system to prevent and 
close crevasses; the adoption of a plan to 
prevent the cutting of levees for roadways, 
and the use of them as highways, and the 
means to be employed for the improvement 
of the navigation of the Mississippi.”

A Posr-Disr Aren reporter met Allen 
Wright, of Boggy Depot, I. T., at the La- 
clede, where he is stopping. Mr. Wright is 
a prominent citizen of the Choctaw Nation 
anda full-blooded Indian. He served as a 
Delegate from the Nation when the 
treaty of 1866 was made at Wash- 
ington, and also represented the Nation 


at Washington in 1881, when the question of 
the status of the negro freedmen was under 
discussion. It will be remembered that this 
matter has recently received considerable 
attention from the Government and was 
made the subject of a bill and a speech 
by Congressman McLean, who championed 
the cause of the disfranchised freedmen 
among the Indians. Mr. Wright gave the 
history of the agitation toa reporter. After 
the war the question of the political status 
of the freed negroes of the Indians came up 
and Congress made them citizens of the 
United States, but this did not secure from 
them any political rights in the Nation. The 
negroes are anxious to remain in 
the Nation which they considered their home, 
but no provision had been made for their 
adoption. Under the treaty of 1866 the 
Creeks, Cherokees and Seminoles adopted 
the freedmen, gave each man forty acres of 
land and also endowed them with all of the 
rights of the Indians. 

THE CHOGTAWS AND CHICKASAWS 
were given two years to consider the matter, 
and an attempt was made to obtain a con- 
cert of action between the two tribes, but 
the effort failed. Withgut consultation the 
Chickasaws once adopted the negroes, but 
shoitiy aiterward repealed the act of 
adoption, and since then no 
conciusion has been reached, as 
Gov. Overdone and other prominent 
leaders of the Chickasaws have been vacii- 
lat ng and unreliable and have refused to 
act in concert. Recentiy, however, the Choc- 
taws have obtained permission to act alone, 
and the Council ol the Nation was convened 
Monday to consider the matter. 
A bill is before them for pas- 
sage which was Prepared by the 
Interior Department; the bill embodies the 
chief feature of the treaty, and provides 
that the freedmen shall have the option of 
becoming full citizens of the Nation, with 
equai rights of Indians, or they can elect to 
remain citizens of the United States and to 
leave the Nation, or remain 
there only by permission on the basis 
of white meu, and in this case 
each freedman is entitled to $100 trom the 
Nation. But if they choose to accept the $100 
they cannot return, but must stand in the 
position of. white citizens with greatiy lim- 
ited privileges in the Nation. Mr. Wright 
thinks the Dill certain to pass the couucil 
and the vexed question will then be disposed 
of. The biil also provides that the interest

“This conclusion, from an engineering 
point of view, is extemely important, and re- 
moves one of the gleatest of the difficulties 
which it nad been apprehended would in- 
terfere with the thorough and compiete im- 
provement of the river.”

A JUROR’S GRIEVANCE, 


No Adequate Compensation—Topics of 
Trial To-day—Barclay’s Ruling. 

A well-known German brewer, Mr. Griese- 
dieck, summoned ina special jury panel be- 
fore Judge Barclay to-day, took occasion to 
air his views on the system of special juries 
for damage cases. When his name was 
called by counsel, he stood up and venti- 
lated himself as follows, creating quite a 
rippte around the court-room: 


IJ am obosed to all these damage suits: so 
many of these damage suits, und ve pizness 
men haf to sit here vor nodings; vat's gom- 
ing out of the case the lawyers gets e'm ail 
und ve gets noding.“ 

‘The trial of the damage case of John Rick- 
ley against the city was reached this morn- 
ing in Court No.3. The plaintiff seeks to 
saddle responsibility on the city authorifies 
for the unsafe condition of a por- 
tion of Park avenue. He com- 
plains that early one morning be went 
out in his wagon to deliver the morning 
papers along his line of route in the vicinity 
of Park avenue, and such was the condition 
of a part of the roadway that the horse went 
several feet into a hole, caused by rain-wash- 
ing.
